mittees and with the approval of the National Committee. 


The National Committee is equally empowered to propose acceptance for, 
or punistunent and loss of Membership in the Subcommittees for individ- 
uals who have manifested lack of discipline, inactivity, non-conformity 
with the rules and regulatians as well as the Frogram of the National 
Comittee. 


In countries where there are concentrated a number of emigrant groups 
at great distances one from the other, separate sections may be fonned 
which are units of one Subcommittee. In such cases each section has 
one representative on the Subcommittee wonich decides on the problems 
of all sections. _ Such Subcommittees have augmented Memberships. 


The Members of the National Committee finding themselves in a given 

egion participate ex officio in the respective Subcommittee, In agree- 
ment with the President, Members of the National Committee may be 
especially delegated.
